miles. When we heard about the 
Pure Power line of filters, we 
decided to investigate the claims. 

The concept is definitely 
sound: cleaner oH providing 
longer oil change intervals. Envi- 
ronmentally, the cleaner oil 
would reduce exhaust emissions, 
and why throw more junk Into 
the local landfiif? Let's face it, 
how many oil filters are recycled 
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by the weekend warrior chang- 
ing his oil? Repair shops have to 
pay for recyders to pick up the 
crushed oil filters. Do-it-your- 
selfers can dump the empty oil 
filter in the trash can legally, at 
bast In Florida. 

The extended drain interval 
with the Pure Power oil filters 
means less of! to buy and recy- 
cle.
